WASHINGTON, July 16—Presi- 
dent Eisenhower vetoed a_ two- 
billion-dollar military public works 
bill today on grounds that it is aj}™ § 
congressional invasion of execu-| % er 
tive authority. : 

In the House there was prompt 
action to rewrite the big money 
bill to satisfy the President’s ob- 
jections. 

In a veto message to the House, 
the President argued that two pro, 
visions of the measure would ‘“‘vio- 
late the fundamental principle of 
separation of powers.”’ 

Both provisions would have em- 
powered congressional committees 
in charge of military affairs to 
hold a rein over the department 
of defense’s administrative func- 
tions. One of the disputed sec- 
tions also carried overtones of the 
interservice rivalry for domina- 
tion of the anti-aircraft missile 
field. 


MISSILE PHASE 


The bill authorized $2,136,400,000 
for military projects in this coun- 
try and abroad. These included 
work to spur development of an 
intercontinental ballistic missile 
and an atomic-powered airplane. 

The measure is regarded as so 
important to national defense that 
Congress cannot afford to lose it. 
Immediately after hearing of the 
veto, Carl Vinson (D-Ga) chair- 
man of the House armed forces 
committee, prepared a _ substitute 
eliminating the sections to which 
the President objected. 

Vinson Said his committee will 
approve the bill tomorrow and it 
will go to the House’ for a vote 
Wednesday. 

One of the rejected provisions 
dealt with the Talos anti-aircraft 
missile, now regarded by the Air 
Force as the most effective land- 
to-air missile for continental de- 
fense. The Air Force had pro- 
posed to develop the Talos as the 
core of its own anti-aircraft mis- 
sile program.

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Road Board Has , 
Great Responsibility 


The reorganization of the Georgia 
State Highway Board comes at a time 
when the state and federal governments 
are entering upon the biggest road-build- 
ing task in history. 

The magnitude of the job can be 
understood from one remark by Gov. 
Griffin yesterday. He pointed out that 
a total of 320 million dollars would be 
spent on the state’s roads in the next 
three years. That is a terrific amount 
of money and the board has a great re- 
sponsibility. 

The new board chairman, Roger Law- 
son, of Hawkinsville, is a young man with 
a splendid reputation. He already has 
succeeded in getting the Rural Roads Au- 
thority on its feet and the authority's 
bonds are being sold without difficulty. 
He has an opportunity for excellent serv- 
ice and not having been involved in too 
much factional politics in the past should 
be removed from some of the headaches 
that go with the job. 

Another newcomer to the board is Roy 
Chalker, newspaper publisher of Waynes- 
boro. Mr. Chalker will represent the 
Southern district on the board. He has 
received much praise for his handling of 
the parks department. 

The board, of course, will have the 
biggest responsibility of any in the 
state’s history. It will be subjected to 
heavy pressures from local and state in- 
terests. Expenditure of that much money 
always brings such pressures. There 
will be many controversies about road lo- 
cations and the type of highways to be 
built. 

Already many smaller cities and towns 
are concerned about the limited access 
feature of interstate roads. Experience of 
other states shows that alarm about by- 
passing through traffic is unjustified. 

In a recent statement, Charles D. Cur- 
tis, commissioner of the U.S. Bureau of 
Public Roads, said that studies show that 
business actually improves in a town 
when the through traffic is taken off their 
principal streets. A few types of busi- 
ness such as filling stations lose a little 
at first but after several years even their 
business is improved. Local business in- 
terests and chambers of commerce should 
be practical about this. Limited and con- 
trolled access highways have proved jus- 
tified in every test. 

Georgia now has the chance to mod- 
ernize its road system. The reorganized 
highway board has the responsibility of 
spending huge amounts of money for 
which the people expect their money’s 
worth in roads. In turn, the’ people also 
should cooperate with the board in achiev- 
ing that objective by not making their 
difficult jobs eVen more so. 


Mr. Hoover’s Sleuths 
Keep Standards High 


At hand is the report of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation for the past fis- 
cal year. It is a remarkable tribute to its 
director, J. Edgar Hoover, and to all 
those who go to make up “The FBI.” 

More than 96 per cent of those brought 
to trial through investigations by the FBI 
were convicted. Even more of a tribute 
is the fact that 10,957 pleaded guilty, 
so thorough was the evidence against 
them. 

It must be kept in mind that the FBI 
is not a police organization, but an in- 
vestigative one. It makes no criminal 
charges, being merely the investigative 
arm of the department of justice. In 
addition it has been given responsibility 
for protecting the nation’s security, as 
well as investigating violations of federal 
laws. 

The record is a splendid one, quite in 
keeping with the reputation which Di- 
rector Hoover’s direction has given it 
through the years.

Birth of a New Nation 


A new nation within the British 
Commonwealth quite likely will be born 
this summer. Now known to the world as 
the Gold Coast, this British territory will 
take the name Ghana after an ancient 
African kingdom when it attains self 
government. 

The infant state lies not far north of 
the equator and faces south over the 
Gulf of Guinea. It is part of that great 
hump of Africa which reaches west into 
the Atlantic toward Brazil. It is a fabled 
land, for its natural resources were ex- 
ploited for many decades, and its hu- 
mans sold into slavery to satisfy the de- 
mands of the planters of the West Indies 
and the two Americas. 

From oppression to freedom is a long 
step, and was made with the encourage- 
ment of the London government. Satis- 
fied that the people of the Gold Coast 
have sufficiently developed the tech- 
niques of self-government, elections will 
be held to determine their constitution 
and future. The election and technicalities 
once surmounted, the old Gold Coast be- 
comes the country of Ghana. 

The British Empire anticipated the 
end of colonialism and set up its com- 
monwealth of nations long ago to unite 
its old colonies in common allegiance to 
the crown. The idea worked well and 
from Gold Coast to Ghana is the most re- 
cent development. 

It also is a neat piece of counter prop- 
aganda in the hands of the West the next 
time the Kremlin tries to stir up excite- 
ment over the evil colonial ‘practices of 
the anti-Red. nations.

Atomic War Is Unthinkable 
From Any Logical Standpoint 


Recently the United States acknowledged in the U.N. that natives 
who were moved off Bikini, the nuclear test site in the Pacific, should 
not expect to return to their island for at least two generations. The 


presumption was, 
that atomic and hydrogen bomb 
uninhabitable. 

Earlier this month the National 
Academy of Science published 
the first definitive report on the 
dangers of radiation from atomic 
explosions. The academy sup- 
ported the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission’s claim that test explo- 
sions have not raised the level of 
radiation to a dangerous degree, 
but it verified that any atomic 
war would immediately change 
the radiation level for the entire 
world, making mankind more 
susceptible to leukemia and-.other 
cancers, eye cataracts, sterility 
and shortening of life. 


Mutations caused by radiation 
—sudden biological changes, 
most of them bad—could also 
have a harmful effect for gen- 
erations to come. 

Newsweek Magazine now re- 
ports on the two-year study made 
by the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion of 64 Marshall Islanders who 
were exposed to severe radia- 
tion fallout. from the Bikini 
H-bomb test of 1954. Initially a 
third of the islanders were in- 
tensely nauseated; later some 57 
developed dark. leathery spots on 
their skin and their blood count 
dropped perilously low. 

In a single dose these Marshal- 
lese received 225 roentgens, the 
unit used for measuring radia- 
tion, whereas the National Acad- 
emy of Sciences recommended 
that between conception and age 
30 a person receives no more 
than 10 roentgens to his reproduc- 
tive cells.

istic look’’ at the whole military 
picture, including new weapons. 


Such a look is surely in order, 
both as it affects our defense 
from possible atomic attack and 
our own use of atomic weapons.

The Army is now ringing Milwau- 
kee and other American cities 
with installations for these rock- 
ets to defend against enemy air 
attack. But the range of the Nike 
is something over 25 miles. 

How much better than popguns 
would these weapons be if a re- 
morseless enemy preferred to 
scatter atomic bombs. miles 
downwind so that the radioactive 
clouds would spread not only 
over the target but the surround- 
ing countryside, sickening the 
population and poisoning the 
whole area so that it would be 
uninhabitable? 

How practical is our policy of 
massive retaliation if the radi- 
ation let loose endangered -not 
only the enemy but imperiled 
ourselves and the population of 
the rest of the world—and not 
only the living but the millions 
still unborn? — 

President Eisenhower has said 
atomic warfare is unthinkable. 
He is right. Yet we go on build- 
ing weapons helter-skelter and 
taking ‘‘realistic looks’ that are 
not realistic. 

The look that needs to be taken 
is the over:all look—not by mili- 


- tary planners, but. by statesmen 
‘and men of science.

An old Negro woman, explain- 
ing her relaxed state, said, “I 
have learned to sit loose.” 

Also, tension is evidenced by the 
hands. As long as you keep your 
hands relaxed, you can maintain 
a certain amount of self-control. 

The Bible says, ‘‘A soft answer 
turneth uway wrath’ (Proverbs 
15:1). Also, when one is tense if 
he or she will hold the voice down 
to soft tones, it is like holding the 
reins tight on a horse that wants 
to run away. 

But actually, tension is the re- 
sult of wrong thought processes 
and the only way to cure a wrong 
thought is through the substitu- 
tion of right and stronger thoughts, 
This we will consider further to 
morrow.

including some of our own, are indulging in wishful 
talking about the Khrushchev “reforms,”

with clarity against the temptation to be taken in by the surface 


changes. 

There is every evidence that the 
International Confederation of Free 
Trade Unions, which gets some of 
its sternest mettle from the Amer- 
ican AFL-CIO, is continuing to 
stand firmly against the deceptive 
“united front’? appeals from the 
Soviet Union. 

It is the politicians, not the labor 
leaders, who are enticed by the 
Khrushchev bait. 

Now comes an invaluable study 
of the Khrushchev speech—which 
was ultimately made public, not 
by Moscow but by the U.S. gov- 
ernment—from the Free Trade 
Union Committee whose honorary 
president is George Meany and 
whose executive secretary is Jay 
Lovestone. 

It seems to me to be more per- 
ceptive and persuasiye than any- 
thing which has come from any 
other source. 

The Free Trade Union Commit- 
tee study makes the following cen- 
tral points and I think they deserve 
to be kept as the touchstone of 
our appraisal of the new Khrush- 
chev line and as the premises of 
Western policy:

Ike’s Rights Bill in Debate

WASHINGTON, July 16—Georgia congressmen joined 


with other Southern membe 


rs today in delivering a blis- 


tering attack on the administration-supported civil rights 
bill as debate on the controversial measure opened in the 


lower house. 7 

Rep. Paul Brown, veteran El- 
berton member, declared the 
measure, while ‘‘labeled with the 
protective innocence of civil 
rights,”’ actually would destroy 
the right to trial by jury. 


On a speech prepared for de- 
livery on the floor, Brown 
charged the bill was politically 
inspired in a presidential election 
year in the hope of getting the 
votes of Negroes and other mi- 
nority groups. 

Another scathing attack on the 
measure was made on the floor 
by Rep. E. L. (Tic) Forrester of 
Leesburg, who as a member of 
the Judiciary Committee has been 
designated floor leader of the 
Georgia group in its opposition 
to the legislation. He vigorously 
fought the bill when it was before 
his committee. 

Brown, in his prepared speech, 
said: 

“These unjust proposals are 
born of expediency upon the rec- 
ommendation of political strate- 
gists, and employ the forces of 
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fear and intimidation to impose 
the will of outside pressure upon 
the South and others who do not 
conform to their existing pattern 
of thinking on the establishment 
of a new social order. 

“Social relationships are mat- 
ters for personal choice and 
should not be subject to regula- 
tion by court decree or govern- 
ment edict.’’ 

Charging that the legislation, if 
adopted, would result in the 
abandonment of the state jury 
system, the Elberton congress- 
man added: 

“There would be brought into 
being a medium of enforcement 
limited not by law but by the 
conscience and judgment of the 
Department of Justice. The gov- 
ernment would have the unprece- 
dented authority to summon pri- 
vate citizens into federal court on 
mere suspicions at the instigation 
of the attorney general, a proce- 
dure which a government of free 
people should seek to suppress 
rather than endorse.’”’ 

Forrester told the House that 
after an exhaustive study of the 
subject he and other sober-mind- 
ed persons are convinced that no 
civil rights legislation is needed 
to protect the interests of minority 
| groups. 
| “Those who have read the min- 
ority report on this legislation,”’ 
he said, ‘“‘have been shocked by 
‘the numerous and comprehensive 
civil rights statutes already on 
| the books. Every person who is 
deprived of any of his rights un- 
‘der the Constitution and laws, 
‘under color of law, is afforded a 
civil action.”

After determining that he has 
the right number of fingers and 
toes the skin is inspected and 
within a few moments mother 
knows where every blemish is lo- 
cated. 

If she knows beforehand that 
certain skin variations are norma!

At birth, the body is covered 
with a tayer of greasy material, 
the vernix *caseosa.

Soon the soft, smooth, and mildly 
pink skin takes on a boiled lobster 
appearance that fades gradually in 
about two days.

South ruffed with the queen of 
hearts, but West declined to ac- 
cept the trick, knowing that he 
could not lose his king of hearts 
in any circumstance. He realized 
that if he overruffed and put 
partner in, the spade continuation 
would probably be ruffed by de- 
clarer with the ten, and his re- 
maining two trumps could then 
be picked up. 

West’s failure to overruff lulled 
South into a false sense of se- 
curity. He assumed that West 
lacked the king. Of course, de- 
clarer could have won the hand 
by leading the jack of hearts and 
permitting it to ride. But if it 
proved that East had the king 
end another heart such play 
would permit West to score on an 
overruff with the eight or nine 
of trumps. Declarer therefore de- 
cided to lead a low trump to the 
ace, and a trump back. Now if 
East showed up with the king, 


declarer could afford to ruff 
high.

George,Says 
Thompson 


By ALBERT RILEY 
M. E. Thompson said he is 
running against ‘“‘the powerful 
clique that betrayed Sen. George”’ 
as he opened Atlanta headquar- 
ters Monday in his campaign 


against Herman Talmadge for the 
U.S. Senate. 


That ‘‘clique’’ of Talmadge 
backers ‘“‘is attempting to exer- 
¢ise a monopoly over Georgia 
politics,’ Thompson declared as 
he opened his office in the Henry 
Grady Hotel. 

He named Hughes Spalding of 
Atlanta as head of that group 
and also as head of a ‘‘million- 
aire law firm’ Thompson 
charged has a monopoly in the 
sale of local and state bonds and 
revenue certificates. 


CHARGES MANIPULATION 
The former acting governor 
claimed that it was Spalding 
*‘who master-minded the manipu- 
lation of Sen. George out of the 
race and Herman into it.’’ 
Admitting that he is running 
his campaign ‘‘on a shoestring,’’ 


only about $1,500 in contributions 
that came in voluntarily. 


Denying that he has received 


National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, 
Thompson said “I have never ac- 
cepted one penny from any Negro 
organization and never will. 

“That rumor was started by 
Herman Talmadge and Sid Wil- 
liams and it was not a rumor, 
but just a lie—and they know it.”’ 
(Williams publishes a string of 
newspapers. ) 


DEMAGOGUERY ALLEGED 


Accusing Talmadge of dema- 
goguery, Thompson said: 


“The type of ranting he always 
carries on against Negroes just 
naturally drives them to vote for 
me.’’ 


In announcing an 18-plank cam- 
paign platform, Thompson said on 
the racial issue that ‘‘I am for 
harmony as between the races; I 
am against those who are stir- 
ring up strife.’’ 

Taking note ofan _ isolationist 
tone in Talmadge’s campaign 
speeches, Thompson had this to 
say in his platform on world af- 
fairs, national defense and foreign 
aid. 

“I am for every honorable ef- 
fort toward international under- 
standing and world peace; I am 
against threats, rash words or 
deeds that may lead.us to war. 


FOR STOUT DEFENSE 


“I am for a strong national de- 
fense extending to friendly na- 
tions; I am against depending 
on military might alone. 

‘‘I am for economic foreign aid 
based on the needs of our friends 
and our ability to share; I am 
against isolationism and total em- 
phasis on military aid. 


“T am for showing a toterant | 
understanding toward friendly | 
peoples in the solution of their) 
problems; I am against ridiculing 
and making fun of our friends. 

“IT am for a stern foreign policy | 
based on justice and right; I 
am against a foreign policy that) 
fluctuates with special interest, | 
motivated by greed.’’ 

Thompson said he entered the | 
race because he believed the | 
people of Georgia ought to have | 
an opportunity to vote for some-| 
thing else besides “Talmadge-| 
ism,’’ which he said is ‘‘a stench| 
in the nostrils of all decent) 
people’’ outside Georgia. | 


SAYS HE CAN GET TIES 


He added that he believes he) 
could better represent Georgia 
and do more good for Georgians 
if elected to the Senate because 
he believes he can win the co- 
operation of other senators better 
than Talmadge can. 

Thompson said he has no imme- 
diate plans for any intensive 
speaking campaign but will make 
a radio address at Cordele Thurs- 
day, speak to the Kiwanis Club 
there and then fly to Washington 
to attend a big Democratic sena- 
torial dinner _ honoring Sen. 
George. He was invited to that af- 
fari, he said, as one of George’s 
good friends, by Sen. Smathers 
(D-Fla). 

Thompson indicated he will not 
attempt to hold big rallies over the 
state but may confine his campaig 
largely to radio and television ap- 
pearances. 


PLATFORM 


Thompson’s platform said he is 
for the people, for promoting busi- 
ness and industry but against bad 
business and _ discriminatory 
freight rates. He said he is for the 
working man, better farm price 
support, development of natural 
resources, extension of social se- 
curity, against a federal sales tax 
and against federal control of edu- 
cation, either direct or indirect. 

Contluding with a swipe at Tal- 
madge he said: 

‘‘Never before have the people 
of Georgia been misled as they 
are today. The political waters 
are troubled and murky. ‘The 
only way to get the mud out of 
the water is to get the hog out 
of the spring.’ ”’

Bob Hope was in town the other night to launch his new movie, 
“That Certain Feeling,’’ with a spot of in-person spoofing and fun- 
making. Some of us had dinner with him and then went out to the 
Fox to see him perform on the stage—and I just want to say that 
I feel better now about the world of stage and screen and the 
taste of the great entertainment buying public. 

Mr. Hope is a genuine, bonafide entertainer—and his public 


continues vast. 


For a couple of weeks now, since I wrote critically—and 
perhaps a touch sourly—about a new young entertainer, my mail 
has been full of poison pen letters. The teen-age daughters of my 
friends regard me with haughty scorn. At home by at least 
one of my three children I have been treated with large doses of 
almost intolerable compassion. (You know; ‘‘My friends all hate 
you, Mother, but that's all right. I know you can’t help being 


a square.’’) 


So after a spell of feeling considerably at odds with the world, 
I was relieved and happy to find that Bob Hope is still as funny 
as I've always thought, and thousands of Atlantans seem to think 
so, too. The Fox was packed. I thought I saw even more standees 
than the opera draws. And everything Bob Hope said, every wry 
jibe at himself and his audience, every bumptious gag, brought 


tumultuous response. 


When you think that this has been going on for years it’s all 


the more warming. 


Although he was funny on the stage about Elvis Presley, giv- 
ing a wild, quick imitation of the singer and describing his voice 
as sounding like ‘‘a fox that’s losing the race,’ off-stage Bob 
Hope was kind to the young man. His theory is that a new crop 
of teen-agers comes along every five years and every five years 
there’s somebody to cause them to assemble in droves and squeal. 
Sinatra was the one 10 years ago. Johnny Ray came along five 


years ago, and now it’s Presley. 


“I think it’s great,’’ Hope said. 

I remarked that I hesitated to make any predictions about 
the longevity of anybody’s fame because of the classic prediction 
I made back in the ’30’s.
